a sermon on tho power of (ho Holy (jhost. 
Tho Rev. Mr. Mather, presiding elder of 
the New Bedford 
conference, read tbo 


Scriptures, nnd tho Kcv. W. F. Fjirrington 
offered 
prayer. Tho Kcv. W. F. Stce 


announced ns his text tbo words of our 
Lord in Acts, I. S. "Hut yo filial! receive 
power after that Iho Holy Ghost in conic up 
oil you." 


The preacher explained that "the power 


of tha Holy Ghost" would bo a rather better 
translation, tind tbo meaning of the power 
of tbo Holy Ghost coming upon you signifies 
its abiding in and working through you. 
Each person of tho glorious Trinity IB nl 
work to accomplish our salvation. Tbo 
Father spares tho fruitless troo from year to 
year. 
PIo BO loved tho world that ho KCH! 


his only begotten son to die for men. Whilo 
wo wero yet enemies Christ Inid down hi 
lifo for us. It is lamentably end that many 
of our young converts are so satisfied with 
tho first fruits of faith that they forget to go 
forward In the Christies lifo. Tho/ aro sat- 
isfied with tho blado and the ear, but thoro 
is such an orpcrioncc ns tho full corn iu tho 
oar. Tho apostlo tells us that because wo 
know not how to pray as wo ought tho Holy 
Ghost 
mnkoih intercession for us with 


groanings that can not bo uttered. 


"Wo nro under three dispensations of divino 


power. 
As a rule, sinco tbo timo of Pen- 


tecost, wo IUIYO been as n race under tho 
dispensation of the Spirit, but individually 
men may bo under nny ono of tho throe dis- 
pensations. Those who know not thoir 
duty find who recognize not their obligations 
oro under tho dispensation of tho Father.

ing mighty wind, and tbo Holy Ghost, as it 
wero tongues of fire, desceudcd upon al 
present, not only on tho twelve as a sort ol 
badge of Christian aristocracy, but upon i 
tho others also. Further than this, Peter 
testified, later, that the Holy Ghost de- 
scended upon Cornelius ns it had upon tbe 
-TnwR.

Christians. 


Other gifts wore given for specific purposes, 
but the Holy Ghost was, nnd may still be, 
given ns tho birthright of nil Christians.

aud they will soon bo found to bo divided 
into two classes.

with temptation and fightings with Satan. 
"With these tho pastor labors especially, nnd 
for them ho feels tho greatest anxiety, nud 
when one of them goes back to tho world 
ho is not surprised, though many of them 
conquer nt last and go homo in chariots of 
fire. The ot'aer class never know personal 
defeat. Sat OB has no power over them. Tho 
one class possesses the strivings oi tbo Holy 
Ghost to overcome bitterness nnd weakness, 
whilo the other possesses tbo power of Iho 
Spirit. 
Tho latter may bo likened to n 


life boat,tbo former to n plank madly tossed 
by tho waves; sometimes nt the :,tirface, liut 
nlwnys wet.

always nmid struggles, and out of every ten 
battles with the adversary only hopo to win 
six, but wo have tbo promisn not of tho 
strivings of the Spirit, only, i but of its 
power.

thorized local ministry. 
These men nro 


called of God as evidently nnd ns fully ns aro 
those who are engaged in tho regular pas 
tornl work, and nro as fully recognized by 
tho discipline as in tho true service of the 
church. These men aro nnd baro been very 
offectiTo workers. The number is very small 
in this section, only twelve being reported 
in tho minutes as connected with tbo Fall 
Kivcr district. 


The speaker held that this class of minis- 


tors is not always ns fully recognized by tho 
traveling preachers as they should bo. Stil 
ho did not believe a district organization 
wns necessary. Tbo church has machinery 
enough already, some think too much. Thej 
are local helpers in tho churches, in fnct as- 
sistants to the regular pastors and should bo 
so regarded. 


To make thorn effective aud useful tbo 


pastors should lovo them and encourage 
them. 
Some are jealous of this class of fel 


low workers and invariably turn upon them 
the cold shoulder. They do not help buf 
rather ignore aud discourage them. 


Tho essayist paid n merited tribute to the 


local preachers with whom bo has been as- 
sociated nnd spoke earnestly nnd eloquently 
of tho Eov. Miss Wnlknr who holds n regu- 
lar license and who has been very successful 
as an evangelist. 
He would license such n 


woman, but would not voto her into the con 
ferenco or ordain her as n pastor. 


The office of local preacher is under a 


cloud in Now England. This is partially tho 
fault Of presiding elders who fail 
to trea' 


tbo oflico ns in former years. And other? 
fnllnvr tbrir ctnniplo. 


Tho speaker concluded by expressing tho 


hope thnt this class of workers may be mul- 
tiplied nnd encouraged, nnd tbnt they may 
bo ns useful as in former years. 


STSCUSSIOX. 


Tho rending of tho essay wns followed by 


n general discussion of tho subject. Tho 


Kov. 
G. II. Bates was tho first speaker. Ho 


discussed tho attitude of the pulpit toward 
tbo scientific questions of tho day.

nn nblo address, going to show tbo capabil- 
ity of tho local preachers for usefulness. 


The Kov. C. N. Smith of Boston pnid a 


glowing tribute to tho first Methodist 
preacher bo ever saw who belonged to tho 
local ranks.
